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Vatican Mass ruling — 


Use the Missal-official 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The 
Mass must be celebrated accord- 
ing to the Roman Missal of 1969. 


This order has come from the 
Vatican Congregation for Divine 
Worship. A notice to bishops 
throughout the world tells them 
to be ‘‘vigilant’’ in seeing to it 
that the Order of Mass of the 
new Roman Missal is correctly 
accepted. 


Bishops are also charged with 
seeing that ‘‘its content—a 


thesaurus of the inspired Word 


and pastoral teaching—may be 
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understood with greater zeal and 
feverence by all priests and 
faithful of the Roman rite.’’ 


In 1969 Pope Paul approved 
the new Order of the Mass, 
supplanting the one authorized 
by the Council of Trent in the 
16th century. It was introduced 
into the United States in English 
in 1970. 


Special exceptions may be 
made for elderly or infirm 
priests to use the 1962 editon, as 
adapted, but only for a Mass 
without a congregation.

As Stewardship ‘75 begins, it’s worth reflecting 
whether Catholics are too hesitant about raising 
money, or asking for it. At a recent evangelist rally 
in this area, the evening’s crusade began with a 
pitch to raise a ‘‘miraculous’’ $7,000 from the 
audience. 


People were asked to pray to the Holy Spirit to 
guide them in making a ‘‘lové offering.’’ An 
announcer urged them to give $1,000 or $500 or 
whatever amount was dictated by divine direction. 


As the people entered the hall they were handed 
a well printed pamphlet and an envelope, with a 
blank check made out to the organization, ready for 
completion. ‘‘If you love your wife and buy her a 
present,’’. the announcer prompted, ‘‘you’re not 
going to buy her a 10 cent candy bar.’’ 


Good givers 


Most Catholics, in my experience, are good 
givers, ready to go beyond the old catechetical 
injunction to ‘‘contribute to the support of the 
pastor.’’ The regular collections at Masses in our 
churches reflect.a concern of ‘‘the .faithful’’ to 
ensure continuation of our parishes their facilities 
and the community spirit they represent. 


When there are special fiestas or other parish 
fund-raising events, there is usually good support. 
The main thing we lack, in most parishes, is wider 
participation by that segment. you find anywhere 
who fulfill the Sunday obligation, but rarely play 
any other part in parish life.

Until that happens the 
music will appear ‘‘makeshift’’ he thinks.

Not an option 
During the recent week of prayer for 
Christian unity, we were reminded, once again, . 
that working towards unification of _ all 
Christians is not an option. We are charged, by 
Christ himself, to become one. Bishop Maher’s 


words on ecumenism [Talking Point, page 7]. 
are timely and pertinent. _ 


Too often the goals of ecumenism—the 
eventual unity of all Christians—are presumed 
to be only the responsibility of ‘leaders’ of the 
various churches. But the responsibility rests in 
us all. It is we, the people of God, who are to 
bring the fulfillment of Christ's anguished 
prayer ‘‘that they may be one, as you and I are 
one.’’ 


How far did we accept this responsibility 
in the recent week of prayer for Christian unity? 
How far do we take it with regard to reading 
and understanding news of new agreements 
between Catholics and Lutherans, Catholics 
and Anglicans, and new statements from the 
Vatican on our relationship with the Jews?

A time to prune 


We were talking...about growth and the 
need to prune away old stock to 
strengthen the new. 

With spring beginning to warm the days 
and color the trees with blossom, those of 
us» who boast green thumbs - start 
inspecting our gardens and_ selecting 
shoots for pruning.

Talking Point—ecumenical progress 


"We're beginning to take one another for granted’ 


By Bishop Leo T. Maher 


How is the ecumenical movement going? In a 
speech to the first annual assembly of the Episcopal 
Diocese of San Diego, at which he was special guest, 


Bishop Maher gave an overview of the movement 


today, from which this talking point is extracted. 


Permit me to pose some difficulties in the 
ecumenical movement. The faith we profess is a 
faith to be preached and proclaimed. It needs words 
to articulate it. Yet it is precisely in the arena of 
human words and argument that the faith can be so 
easily distorted. Particular words or expressions 
become signs of denominational identity, at times 
even shibboleths. 


Differences in language have often separated 
people. Language has been a barrier. The truth that 
even within the unity of one faith there can be 
different expressions of the same faith is not an 
ieee principle of semantics, ‘but the dynamic 
act 


MUCH OF OUR doctrinal division requires our 
close attention in order to be sure that the divisions 
result from differing belief rather than from 
differing theology. 


Nietzsche once remarked that ‘‘we all bear-scars of 
our existence.’’ These scars are not merely of our 
own individual existence, but those, too, which 
history has inflicted upon our race, our culture, our 
country. 


Some of these scars are trivial; some of them 
ignoble and degrading. But all of the scars are there 
and demand our attention. | am convinced that many 
of the troubles besetting the Christian world are 
sociological, political, and economic rather than 
theological. 


On a more positive level, however, let me recount 


the advances made in the ecumenical movement the - 


past 10 years. 


WE NO LONGER adopt a_ holier-than-thou 
attitude, thinking of those not of our particular 


. religious persuasion as misguided and more or less 
benighted folk, saved arin guilt only by their 
_ invincible ignorance. ‘hal 


We do see HSA” as men’ and. women 
conscientiously and devoutly seeking to follow the 
Master whom we, too, would wish to serve a little 
more effectively. 


We now admit that in this difficult business of 
Christian living, we have something to learn from 
those who, whatever their form of worship, whatever 
their divergences from us in theological interpreta- 
tion, are, nevertheless, trying to base their lives on 
the teaching and example of Christ. 


WITHOUT TAKING our divisions for granted, we 
are at last beginning to take one another for granted. 


At long last, we are at least beginning to put into

THE TIME HAS come for ecumenism to be not so 
much a program as a way of life. ‘‘Organic unity’’ 
means the perfected unity of the scattered members 
of the Body of Christ. But those members will not be 
united by some kind of ecclesiastical surgery. They 
will come together under the influence of the Spirit 
which is already blowing through Christendom.

practice the words of Christ: ‘‘By this will men know 
that you are my disciples, if you have love one for 
another.’’ It is a test which, over the centuries, 
millions of Christians have failed to pass.

Whoever believes in Christ and has properly 
received baptism is thereby justified and made part 
of the Body of Christ. For this reason he deserves 
the honorable name of ‘Christian’ 
recognized as a brother in Christ. 


1 WOULD NOT presume to put a time-table on 
organic unity, but for the time being, all of us can 
concentrate on strengthening the bonds that already 
exist between us. 


Surely, all of us can cooperate in our common 
responsibility to help human beings to reach their 
true dignity, to work for the advancement of peace, 
the application of the gospel to social problems, the 
cultivation. of science and art from. Christian 
standpoint, as well as the supply of means of 
relieving the crises of our times. 


These include famine and catastrophes, illiteracy 
and poverty, housing shortages and the inequitable 
distribution of wealth. We can cooperate in the 
problems of unemployment, public welfare, 
religious education, and genera] education.

constituent limbs and other elements are alive. The 
great obstacle of Christian unity is not so much 
disagreement about theological pronouncements, or 
questions of authority, relevant as these are. The 
great obstacle is the failure of faith, hope and charity 
in Christian men and women—the faith—which 
accepts Christ as the effective center of life; the 
hope which recognizes both the limitation of human 
endeavor and the power of God which can make our 
feeble efforts the occasion for his grace; the charity 
which looks neither at the color of a man’s skin, his 
political allegiance nor his religious affiliation, but at 
the mdn himself, made in the image and likeness of 
God, my brother in Christ. 


Regarding progress then, | may say that for a long 
time, Roman Catholics and Christians of other. 
church affiliations looked upon each other as 
enemies. 


Then they ignored each other. 
Then they began talking about one another. 
Still later they began to pray for each other. 


Now, we are beginning to-pray with one another. 
Thanks be to God! 


WE MAY WELL ask ourselves what we can do to 
help heal the divisions among us. Obviously, we 
cannot do everything at once, neither are we all 
called upon to do the same thing. But there is no 
better beginning for each and everyone of us than 
the exercise of charity. 


Whatever truly unites us to Christ must unite us 
also to those who are in Christ, and in his heavenly 
Father. Christ gave to his followers the Holy Spirit 
of love who unites all men together in the Church. 
This supernatural union is maintained by the 
sacraments, especially the Sacrament of the 
Eucharist, whose great effect is to unite us to Christ 
and to each other in charity.’ 


Finally, we must pray, and herein let us note well 
that the first thing to remember about prayer is that 
prayer should change us; it does not change God. 


‘WHEN WE PRAY, let us be mindful that God has 
taken us into his own life. His life becomes our life. 
His love becomes our love. 


Our Christian encounter with the community of 
Christians will be effective when our lives, even’ 
more than our lips, whisper to God above and to man 
below: ‘‘I love you!’’

Future Energy Supply 


- Do we have enough oil in the U.S. without 
having to depend on other countries? 


Not at the present. We could have in the fu- 
ture with new wells, the extraction of shale oil 
and the relieving of governmental restrictions 
which have made it economically impractical 
to drill wells in this country. Right now we 
don’t know how to extract oil from shale with- 
out leaving tremendous piles of debris. Once 
oil is removed, what remains is pulverized 
rock with at least a 12% greater volume than 
the original material. However, when shale oil 
does become financially and environmentally 
practical, we could have as much as 1,000,000 
barrels of oil a day from this source alone! 


- Where does the oil used by SDG&E come 
from? 


SDG&E buys its oil directly from refineries in 


three states: Alaska, California and Hawaii. 
The crude oil processed in these refineries 
comes primarily from Alaska, Oman in the 
Middle East, Brunei in Borneo and Indonesia. 


. What will happen if foreign countries de- 
cide to shut off supplies again? 


Despite the fact that the bulk of our fuel oil 
comes from Alaska and Indonesia which are 
not as volatile as the Arab oil producers, any 
embargo would bring about the same prob- 
lems we had in 1973 and early 1974 ... short- 
ages, higher costs, immediate fuel allocations, 
rationing and, perhaps, heavy penalties for oil 
use violations. 


- What is SDG&E doing about future 
energy needs since the energy crisis? 


We are making every effort to provide for the 
future needs of our customers without unnec- 
essarily draining our dwindling supplies of oil 
and natural gas. Our three major efforts are: 
the expansion of the San Onofre Nuclear Gen- 
erating Station with the additions of Units 2 
and 3... the development of the Kaiparowits 
Power Plant which will use the high quality 
coal of Utah’s Kaiparowits Plateau ... and 
the development of the Sun Desert Nuclear 
Power Plant near Blythe, California. In addi- 
tion, we are exploring for gas and oil in West- 
ern Colorado and the San Joaquin Valley. We, 
and our associates, are making every effort to 
utilize the geothermal resources in the Impe- 
rial Valley. And we are researching the use of 
solar energy and power generation from in- 
dustrial waste. : 

In the meantime, we are expanding, hope- 
fully for the last time, two of our fossil fuel 
power stations in San Diego County. 


. Was there an energy crisis... and are we 
still in one? 
Yes, there was and there is an energy crisis. 
The Arab oil embargo brought the problem 
quickly and forceably into full view. But 
“crisis” was a bad choice of descriptive words, 
because it implied a short-term problem 
which could be relieved by some sort of imme-

diate, drastic action. In reality, the problem of 
fuel and energy shortages will remain a 
serious situation well into the next decade 
when we can begin using sources of power 
other than our diminishing supplies of fossil 
fuels. 


in in coal research as a 
source of energy? 


We firmly believe that coal is a resource that 
must be used-during the time needed to com- 
pletely develop nuclear power. In addition to 
our plans for a coal utilization plant at Kai- 
_parowits, we have invested $100,000 in a re- 
- Search project to convert coal into pipe-line 
quality gas and clean liquid fuels. This two- 
year program could provide means to convert 


all of our plentiful coal into synthetic gas for g 


use in power production. 


7. Has SDG&E looked into research and de- 


velopment of solar energy? 


We are extremely interested in solar energy 
and hope soon to have a “solar home” project 
in San Diego, featuring solar comfort control 
and water heating. However, solar energy as a 
large-scale alternative to gas or electric 
energy is some distance away because of the 
extremely high costs involved in collecting 
and storing the energy. ° 


8. What success are you having in the devel- 


opment of geothermal wells? 


Right now, we are continuing our research to 
find ways to deal with geothermal brine which 
is eight to ten times as salty as seawater. This 
waste brine is destructive not only to the envi- 
ronment, but to our equipment.as well. We 
have brought in geothermal experts familiar 
with the latest technology and hope to put the 
wells to work for us soon. 


9. At the present rate of usage, when will 


natural gas and oil-supplies be 
exhausted? 

Again, the answer to this depends on many 
variables. But at our present rate of usage, our 
known domestic reserves of gas and oil could 
be depleted by the end of this century. 


10. When will the Alaskan pipeline be com- 


‘pleted, and how will this affect the supply 
and cost of oil in Southern California? 


The Alaskan pipeline is expected to be provid- 
ing about 600,000 barrels of oil a day in the 
third quarter of 1977. We do not expect this 
additional input to dramatically affect either 
the supply or cost of oil in Southern Califor- 
nia. There will still be a deficiency of crude oil 
and resultant high prices.

For nearly three years 
now, a St. Paul clergyman 
has accompanied St. Paul 
policeman in the Police-Com- 
munity Relations car from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m., Thursdays 
through Saturdays. 


WHEN THE program 


started, six clergymen repre- - 


senting the Lutheran, Me- 
thodist, Episcopal, Jewish 


- and Catholic faiths were 


involved. Now more than 35 
clergymen representing all 
faiths participate. 


The program was launched 
by the Rev. Arthur Musall, 
pastor of Hope Lutheran 
Church, St. Paul, after 
listening to a policeman- 
parishioner describe the dif- 
ficulties he often encounter- 
ed while intervening in 
domestic situations. 


“People won’t listen to 
us,’’ he told his-pastor. ‘“We 
are just a threat to them and 
often there are situations 
where we just don’t know 


what to say.” 


Then Rev. Musall started 
the ride-along program, and 
about a year ago it was 
expanded to include a 24- 
hour on-call emergency ser- 
vice. 

IN BOTH THE ride-along 
or on-call services, Rev. 
Musall described several 
situations where policemen 
seek clergy intervention: 


—threatened suicides; 


—automobile or other acci-* 


dents in which there is death 
or serious injury and the 
need to convey the news toa 
family; 

—domestic squabbles in 
which marital or other coun- 
seling is needed; 


—juvenile situations which 
require a family follow-up. 


“WE HAVE usually been 
well received, both by the 
police and people we are 
asked to assist,’’ Rev. Musall 
said. 


“People are usually quite 
surprised when a clergyman 


shows up during a crisis. It. 


depends on the situation, but 
they are usually receptive to 
our attempt to assist them.’’

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Bishop pleads for human rights 
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President, lawmakers hear a call for justice 


WASHINGTON (NC)—President Ford 
heard a homily last week by a Catholic 
bishop urging Americans to ‘‘examine the 
direction our society is taking in terms of 
justice.”’ 

Preaching at the annual Red Mass for the 
legal profession, Bishop James S. Rausch, 
top administrator of the Church’s nationwide 
service agency and its episcopal parent 
body, said there are five ‘‘areas of human 
rights most threatened in the world today,”’ 


AMONG THEM are the right to life and 
its corollary, the right to eat. 


President Ford, Chief Justice Warren 
Burger and others attended the Mass in St. 
Matthew’s Cathedral, celebrated by Arch- 
bishop William W. Baum for the virtue of 
equity and justice in the legal profession. 


The President heard Bishop Rausch on the 
Catholic teaching on abortion and other 
social issues. The homily was not specifically 
directed at the President, who happened to 
be in attendance. 


OF THE RIGHT to life, Bishop Rausch 


asked: “‘Are we committed deeply enough to 
this right? I think not.’’ He immediately 


declared: ‘‘Abortion directly attacks this 


right. Efforts to legalize euthanasia do 
violence to this right.’’ 


Concerning the right to eat, he asserted 
that the United States, as the world’s largest 
producer of food has an ‘‘awesome 
responsibility.’” He pointed to the contrast- 
ing pictures on American television screens: 
starving children in famine areas of the 
world, and pet-food commercials. 


Besides the right to life and the right to 
eat, Bishop Rausch pointed to the three . 


. other broad areas of human rights singled 


out by October’s Synod of Bishops in a 

statement to which Pope Paul VI expressly - 

joined his name. © ‘ 
THEY WERE: socio-economic rights, 


must be prepared to do something about it if 
we can. . : 


BISHOP RAUSCH said of the Synod of 
Bishops’ call for socio-economic rights: 

“In a world where global patterns of 
distribution are marked by massive dispari- 
ties of power and wealth, reconciliation 
through an examination of the systems 
which bring about such great disparity is 
incumbent on all of us who are charged with 
leadership...”’ 

Recalling the Synod of Bishops’ treatment 
of politico-cultural rights, Bishop Rausch 
said individuals have an inborn right to an 
effective role in determining their own 
destinies. 


“I SUBMIT, however, that this cannot and 
will not take place in any society unless 
moral and ethical values, known to be 
founded upon good reason, are an essential 
element in the formation of the human 
person,’’ he said. ‘ 

“This is not a matter of an imposition 


~ upon children,’’ Bishop Rausch continued. 


“It is a matter of opening the doors of reason 
for them.”’ 

While the right to exercise religious 
liberty, the fifth right addressed by the 
synod, enjoys a constitutional guarantee in 
the United States, “‘its free exercise is less 
clear,’’ Bishop Rausch stated. 


“CHURCH BUILDINGS are plentiful 
_across the country,’’ he continued. ‘What is 
less obvious is how freely the message of 
religious groups is proclaimed and practiced 
in the land. What is almost totally missing 
today is the application of a religious critique 
to our society.”’ ; 
Bishop Rausch concluded: — 


“Today we need, more than ever, to 
examine the direction our society is taking in 
terms of justice.

THE GODFATHER, PART I—$13 million 
art movie about the Mafia. 


It is much more cluttered with incident 
than the original Godfather. Director Francis 
Ford Coppola and his co-writer Mario Puzo 
have combined to prepare an unmanageably 
complex scenario which treats the rise to 
power of young Vito Corleone, here played 
by Robert De Niro, and the subsequent use 
of the power by his son, Michael, played by 
Al Pacino. 


The endless details overwhelm the 
substance and destroy any sense of dramatic 
pacing. People, places, and things merely 
fill the screen without illuminating it. 


However, once one accepts the many 
limitations in terms of coherence and overall 
effect, there is much to praise in the 
film—many individual excellences and small 
achievements which combine to make the 
three-hours-plus rather entertaining.
